66. THE NIOHTINGAI E, being the Chief 
of all ſinging Birds, is about the bigneſs of a Go“ 
finch, or Redſtart, and long bodied.

perchance you except the Linnet. The Head, for the 
proportion of the Body, is great. In the Male, a 
lovely. ſcarlet- or crimſon Colour adorns the Breaſt, 
Throat, and Jaws, as far as the Eyes. The Crown 
of the Head is black: the Rump and Belly white:

77. THE GOL DFIN VR, or Tbiſtle- Nucb, is a 
very beautiful Bird; for the elegancy of its Colours, 
and ſweetneſs of its ſinging, every where well known 
and highly eſteemed, It is of a mild and gentle Na- 


ture, as may even thence appear, that, preſently af- _ 


ter it is caught, without ufing any. Art or Care, it 


will fall to its Meat and Drink; nor is it ſo ſcared 
and affrighted at the Preſence of a Man, as to ſtrike

Water Inſects. It builds upon the Ground — 
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the Corn, making its Neſt of Bents and the Stalks of 
Herbs, ſpreading Hairs within under the Eggs. Is 
lays at one time four or five Eggs. 


82. THE Canary BIRD is of the bigneſs 
of the common Titmouſe, It bath a very ſweet and 
ſhrill Note, which at one Breath continued for a long 
time, without Intermiſſion, it can draw out ſometimes 
in length, ſometimes raiſe very high, by a various, 
and almoſt muſical Inflection of its Voice, making ve- 
ry pleaſant and artificial Melody. The Sound it 
makes is very "ſharp, and fo quavering, that ſome- 
times, when it ſtretce hes and exerciſes its little Throat 
and Chaps, whiſtling with all its force, it vehement: 
ly ſtrikes, and even deafens the Ears of the Hearers 
with its ſhrillneſs. Many are deligbted with this 
kind of its ſinging, many alſo are offended, ſaying, 


that they are ſtunn'd and deafned with it. | 
83. THE CRAN E is a large bodied Fowl, 
weighing ſometimes ten Pounds. Its Neck and Legs 
are very long. The top of the Head is black; from 
the Bill to the hinder Part covered with black Hairs 
or Briſtles, rather than Feathers. The Throat and 
ſides of the Neck are of a black Hue. The Back, 
Shoulders, covert Feathers of the Wings, Breaſt, and 
all the Belly, and Thighs, are aſh-coloured. In the 
Fen · Countries in Lincolnſhire and Cambridgeſhire, 
there are great Flocks of Cranes; but, whether or 
no they breed in England is not certainly known.

94 THE BAL E ARIC CRANE is in the 
ſhape of its Body like to a Stork. It hath upon its 
Head a thick round Creſt, made up of Brittles ſpread 
every way, like to. Hogs Briſtles, of the Colour of the 
Prickles of a common Hedghog : by which. Note it 
may at firſt ſight be known from all other Birds. It 
is found in the Country near Cape Verde. For bigneſs 
it is equal to our Country Crane.

of Oil, Sc. There is a fmal) Fiſh, by the Whale. 
catchers called Lodd; of which if the Whales devour 
any large Numbers, they become as it were drunk, 
and are tranſported with Rage and Fury, and ex- 
_ erciſe Outrage againſt whatever comes in their way, 
The Throat of the Whale is ſo very ſtrait, that it 
can hardly take in the Arm of a Man: therefore it 
is ſtrange that this ſhould be the Fiſh that ſwallow'd 
up Jonah; and mare ſtrange, when we are aſſured by 
Travellers, that no ſuch Fiſh is ever ſeen in thoſe 
Seas. Some have imagined, that the Prophet was 
only in the Mouth of the Whale, which indeed is 
able to hold more than one Man; and more poſſible 
for a Man to continue alive there three Days, than. 
in the Belly of the Fiſh; and the Whale, often com- 
ing up to breathe, might the better afford the. Man 
an opportunity to breathe alſa. But it is more pro-—- 
bable that it was not the Whale that ſwallowed up 
Jonah, for the Word K es, which is tranſlated be 
Whale, may as well: fignify any other great Fiſh. 


2. THE SHARK is very large, and reckon d 
the boldeſt of all Fiſh. Rondeletius ſays, that he ſaw 
a middling one, that weighed near ten hundred 
Weight, Gillius ſays, that he was very * 8 
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formed that a Fiſh of this ſort, not. N leſs 

than four thouſand net Pounds, being diſſected, had 
an whole Man found in his Belly. He likewiſe ſays, 
that the People of Marſeilles told him, that they hack 
caught one, in which they found a Man arm'd with 
4 Coat of Mail. The Head and Mouth of this Fiſh 
ate large, in proportion to the reſt of the Body. The 
number of its Teeth is akogether uncertain, 'and va- 
ries according to the Age of the Fiſn; it having! 
been obſerved and delivered by Men worthy of ere · 
dit, that this Kind breeds new Teeth every Year as 

long as it lives. It is ſaid to have three Rows of 
Testh, very hard, ſtrong, and ſharp, This Fiſn is 
common in the Weſt: ladies, &c. and is very deſtrue- 
tive to thoſe Men who divert themſelves by Swim- 
ming: it ſometimes biting a Man aſunder, at other 
times at leaſt taking away a Limb, Vc: yet it is of- 
ten catch'd and eaten by Sailors. When it ſeizes 
its Prey, it always turns it {elf upon its Back. The? 
it is vaſtly ſtrong, yet when it takes the Bait it is 
ſoon taken, if yoù play him with the Line.

3. THE PILOT EIS kñ is of a deep blue; the.

the Wind. It produces its Young, from Seed, and 
not from Spawn, perfect, one at a time, and ſome- 
times two: it goes with Young ten Months; and 
breeds only in the Summer. It lives about twenty 
five or thirty Years: They ſay that it is a moſt cer - 
tain Foreboder of a Tempeſt ſhortly to follow, when, - 
it more frequently moves its Body, and ſports it felf. 
on the Water. They are much deceived, who ima- 
gine Dolphins to be of the Figure they are uſually- 
repreſented on Signs; that Error being more owing; 
to the unbridled Licence of Statuaries, or Painters,: 
than to any ſuch thing found in fact: tho! it muſt. be 
 ewn'd, that at the approach of a Storm, whilſt, the. 
Dolphins leaping and ſpringing from the Waves, are. 
ſeen to precipitate themſelves into the Deep, they 
are wont to deceive our Sight, and at that time have 
fome reſemblance of Crookedneſs. It is ſaid it will 
Hve a long time out of the Water: one taken at R- 
mini (according to Geſner) lived three Days upon 
J. and. Dolphins ſometimes ſwim in Sholes, ſome- 
times the Male and Female together, but never ſingly. 
Gillius ſays, that, when he was in a Ship where many 
Dolphins were taken, he obſerved them fo to deplore 
with. Groans, Lamentations, and a Flood of | Tears, 
their Condition, that he himſelf out of Compaſſion 
could not forbear. weeping, and threw that which he 
obſery'd to groan more than ordinary (the Fiſherman 
being aſleep) into the Water; as chooſing rather to 
damage the Fiſherman, than not relieve the miſera: 
ble. But this gave bim but little reſt, for, all the 
others increaſed their Groans, as ſeeming, by not ob» 
cure Signs, to beg the ſame Deliverance. It.has been 
related, that Dolphins have been in great requeſt for 
Food with Princes, and purchas'd at an exceſſive Rate; 
tho, according to the Accounts of ſome, their Filet 
yields no very grateful Taſte, | 6.

They are ſaid to 
be bred in India and Africa; thoſe of India are much 
the largeſt, being of an incredible length: and of 
theſe there are alſo ſaid to be two Kinds, one of 
them living in the Marſhes, which are ſlow 6 pace, 
and without Combs on their Heads: the other in the 
Mountains, which. are bigger and haye Combs upon 
their Heads; their Backs being ſomewhat ; browng 
and their Bodies leſs. ſcaly, Some. of them are of a 
yellowiſh : fiery. Colour zi haying ſharp, Backs, like 
Saws. Theſe alſo have Beards, When they ſet up 
their Scales, they ſhine like Silver.

of a black Colour; the Belly ſomewhat green, and 
very beautiful: that it bas a tripple Row of Teeth 
in each Jaw; and very bright ſhining Eyes. That 
it has alſo two Dewlaps growing under the Chin, 
which hang down like a Beard, of a red Colour:

2. THE Dakr is ſo call'd, from his flying like 
an Arrow, from the tops of Trees, and Hedges, upon 
Men; by which means he ſtings, and wounds them 
to death.

3. THE CockxAT RICE is called the King of 
Serpents, not from his bigneſs, for he is much inferior 
in this reſpe& to a great many Serpents ; but becauſe 
of his majeſtick Pace, for he does not creep apon the 
Ground, like other Serpents, but goes half uprights 
for which cauſe all other Serpents avoid him: and, 
it ſeems, Nature defign'd him that pre-eminence, by 
the Crown, or Coronet upon his Head. Writers 
differ concerning the Production of this Animal. Some 
are of opinion that it is brought forth of a Cock's 
Egg. which is generated of the putrefied Seed of an 
old Cock, and ſet upon by a Snake, or a Toad, and 
ſo becomes a Cockatrice, It is ſaid to be _

half a Foot in length: the hinder Part like a Ser- 
pent, the fore Part like a Cock. Others are of Opi- 

nion, that the Cock, that lays the Egg, ſits upon, and 
hatches it himſelf, Theſe Monſters are bred in Afri- 
ca,; and ſome other Parts of the World. Authors 
differ about. the bigneſs of it. Some ſay it is a Span 
in compaſs, and half a Foot long: others will have 
it to be three or four Foot long : and ſome the thick- 
refs of a Man's Wriſt, and proportionable in length. 
The Eyes of the Cockatrice are red. Its Poiſon is 
ſo ſtrong, that there is no Cure for it. As all other 
Serpents are afraid of the fight and hiſſing of a Cock- 
atrice ; ſo is the Cockatrice it ſelf very fearful of 
a Weehl, which, after it has eaten Rue, will ſet up- 
on and deſtroy the Cockatrice. Beſides this little 
Animal, it is ſaid, there is no other Creature in the 
World able to contend with it. The Poiſon inſects 
the Air to that degree, that no other Creature can 
live near him. It kills not only by his touch, but 
by fight, and hiſſing. 8 


4. THE As t is a ſmall Serpent, like to a Land 
Snake, but of a broader Back. Its Neck ſwells, 
when provok'd to a great degree, and, if it ſtings any 
Perſon in that Paſſion, there can be no Remedy. 
The Stroak of its Eyes is exceeding red and flaming. 
There are two pieces of Fleſh, like an hard Skin, 
which grow out of its Forehead. Its Teeth are very 
long, and grow out of its Mouth like a Boar's: and- 
thorough two of the longeſt are little Hollows, out 
of which it injects its Poiſon : theſe Holes are cover d 
with a thin Skin, which ſlides up when the Serpent 
bites; by which means the Poiſon comes out of the 
Holes; which Skin afterwards returns to its place 
again. The Scales of the Aſp are hard, dry, and 
red, above all other venemous Beaſts : and, by reaſon 
of its exceeding Drought, it is alſo accounted deaf, 
Aſps are ſaid to be from three to 6x Foot in length, 
and ſome nat above a Foot and a half; the ſhorteſt 
is ſaid to kill the ſooneſt, They are bred in ſeveral 
Countries, but chiefly in Africa, where they are moſt 
venemous, and will kill a Man inſtantly, without any 
poflible Remedy, The Egyptians are ſaid to ſhew a 
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great Veneration to theſe very dangerous Creatures; 


and will not deſtroy them, but ſuffer them to come 


into their Rooms; and, when they have dined or 


ſupped themſelves, always provide ſomething for the 


Aſps; which they will receive in a courteous man- 
ner; and, when they have done, retire without do- 
ing any harm. 5 VV 

5. THE RATTLE-SNAKE is ſo called from 
certain Rattles at the end of the Tail: theſe Rattles 


| ſeem like fo many periſhed Joints, being a dry Husk 


over certain Joints; and the common Opinion is, 
that there are as many Rattles or Joints,- as the 
Snake is Years old ; they have generally eleven, 
twelve, or thirteen of theſe Joints : but the Young 


ones of a Year or two old have no Rattles; but they 


may be known notwithſtanding, being very regular 
diced or checquer*d, black and. grey on the Backs, 
The Old ſhake and ſhiver theſe Rattles with wonder. 
ful nimbleneſs, when they are any ways diſturbed : 


their Bite is very deadly, yet not always of the ſame 


force, but more or leſs mortal, accordingly as the 
Snake is in Force or Vigour; and therefore in June or 
Fuly much worſe, and more mortal than in Marchand 
April, This Snake is a very majeſtick ſort of. Crea- 
ture, and will ſcarce meddle with any thing, unleſs 
provok'd; but, if any thing offend it, it makes di- 
realy at it. The beſt Method of curing its Bite, 
is to. burn the Part immediately, 1 


6. THE SALAMANDER is like a ſmall com- 
mon Lizard, except in its ſize, in which reſpect it is 
larger. It has four Legs, which are longer than a 
Lizard's: and alſo a longer Tail than a Lizard. It 
has a pale white Belly; tho' ſometimes the Belly is 
yellowiſh, One part of its Skin is exceeding black, 
and the other yellow, both of them very bright and 
gliſtering, with a black Line going all along the 


| Back, having upon it many little Spots, like Eyes. 


The Skin is rough, and bald ; eſpecially upon the 


Back, where thoſe Spots are; out of which, as ſome. 


Writers will have it, a certain Liquor or Humour 
proceeds, which quencheth the Heat of the Fire, 
When it is in the ſame, Salamanders are bred in the 
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Alps, and in ſome Parts of Germany, in marſhy wet 
Places; and are ſaid. to be cold as Ice, The vulgar. 
Nation, Frein with the Opinion of ſeyeral ancient _- 
Writers, that a Salamander can live in, and not be 
burnt by, the Fire, is without any foundation of 
Truth: for the Experiment. has been tried, as Pliny 
affirms, and the Salamander was conſumed and burnt - 
to Aſhes. The Truth is, as long as the Humour be- 
foremention'd runs, the Fire cannot hurt it; but, 
when that Moiſture is dried up, the Fire conſumes. 
the Salamander, and that inſtantly. The Bite of 
this Creature is very deadly and fatal, It is a Say- 
ing in Fance, that -a Man bit by a Salamander 
ſhould have as miny. Phyſicians to cure him, as the 
Sala mandethab-apatke.. 88 


7. THE VI f ER, or ADDER, is about a Foot 
and a half in length, The Tail curled at the End, 
very ſmall, and .ſharp. The Head is very broad, 
compar'd with the Body; and the Neck much nar- 
rower than the Head, It is commonly black on the 
Back, ſometimes greeniſh, or yellowiſh. The Eyes 
are very red, and flaming. The Belly winding, 

upon which it-goeth, and ſlides along very nimbly. 
Its Teeth upon the upper Chap are very long, and 
upon either fide it hath four. Thoſe upon the lower 

Chap are ſo ſmall, that they can ſcarce be ſeen; but 
the length of the Teeth cannot be ſeen, except you 
take away a little Bladder, in which they lie conceal. 
ed: in which Bladder it. carries Poiſon, which it in- 
ſtantly infuſeth into the Wound it makes with its 
Teeth, The Scales of a Viper are more ſharp than 
a Snake's; and it is of a hotter Nature than a Snake; 
and therefore lives more in the Shade, and lies for 

the moſt part quil'd up like a Rope. It is a crafty 
venemous Creature, biting ſuddenly thoſe tbat pals 
by it. It is ſaid, that, when a Viper is thirſty, 
and goes to drink, ſhe firſt of all voids up her Ve. 
nom, leſt by drinking it deſcend into her own Baw. 
els, and fo deſtroy her ſelf; and, when ſhe has drank, 
licks it up again. Vipers are bred in moſt Nations 
of the World: thoſe of Europe are much leſs than 
thoſe of many other 9 The Viper is ſaid

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to conceive Eggs within her, which ſhe does not lay 4 
after the manner of other Serpents ; but in her Body | | 
they are hatch'd into living Vipers. The Young | 
ones are ſaid alſo to eat their way out of their Mo- 
ther's Belly, when ſhe is ready to bring them forth.

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The Bite of this Creature is very dangerous, and

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8. OF FRO Gs there are two Kinds, one liv- | 
ing both on the Land and in the Water, and com-

low Rocks, and among Fruits. The Frog in ſhape 
very much reſembles a Toad :..it is without Venom, 
and the Female is greater than the Male, The fore 
part of the Tongue cleaveth to the Mouth, as in a 
Fiſh; the hinder to the Throat, by which it ſend- 
eth. forth its Voice. It hath two Bladders upon ei- 
ther ſide of the Mouth, which it filleth with Wind, 
and, from thence proceedeth. the Voice. When it 
croaketh, it putteth its Head out of the Water, hold- 
ing the nether Lip even with the Water, and the 
upper Lip above the Water: and this is the Voice of 
the Male provoking the Female to Luſt, ' The hind 
Legs are very long, which they uſe in leaping ; the 
fore Legs are ſhorter, having divided Claws, which 
are joined. together with a thin, broad Skin, which 
helpeth them in ſwimming, It is ſaid, that Frogs 
in. the Winter time hide themſelves in the Earth, 
and ſometimes they enter into their Holes in Au- 
tumn, before Winter, and in the Spring time come 
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out again. 


9. THE TOA is in all outward Parts like 
unto a Frog, the fore Legs being ſhort and the hin- 
der long ;. but the Body more heavy and ſwelling, 
and of 2 blackiſh.

Pace is a ſoft, creeping Pace: yet ſometimes in An- 
ger it raiſes up it ſelf, endeavouring to do Miſchief, 


f it takes hold of any thing in its Mouth, it wil . 


not let go till it dies. It is ſaid, that the Toad, 


well knowing the weakneſs of her Teeth for her de- 


fenſe, gathereth abundance of Air into her Body, with 


which ſhe greatly ſwelleth, and then by ſighing ut- 
tereth that infected Air as near to the Perſon that 


offendeth her, as ſhe can: and thus ſhe worketh her 
Revenge, killing by the Poi ſon of her Breath. The 
Spider is a great Enemy to the Toad. The Toad, 
when ſhe fighteth with a Spider, is ſaid to make uſe:

which I have read the following Story: that a cer- 
tain Earl travelling near Woborr in , Bedfordſhire, 


ſome of his Company eſpied a Toad fighting with 


a Spider under an Hedge by the Highway fide 5; 


vhereat they ſtood ſtill, till the Earl came alſo to be- 
hold the ſame; and there he ſaw how the Spider ſtill; 


kept her Standing, and the Toad divers times went: 


back from the Spider, and did eat a piece of an Herb: 
like a Plantain : at laft, the Earl having ſeen the 
Toad do it often, and ſtill return to the Combat 


againſt the Spider, order d one of his Men to go 
and cut off that Herb; which he performed, and 
brought it away. Preſently after the Toad retarn'd 
to ſeek it; and, hot finding it, according to her Ex- 
pectat ion, ſwelled and burſt aſunder; for having re- 
ceived Poiſon from the Spider in the Combat, Na- 


ture taught her the Virtue of that Herb, to expel 
and drive it out; but wanting the Herb, the Poiſon

: ferent ſorts: ſome of them are rough, hard, 
and ſtiff: ſome are ſoft, ſmooth. and tender: ſome 
horned either in the Head or Tail; others without 
Horns : all have many Feet. The Caterpillar Fig. 1. 
is hairy, has its Origin from the Seed of a Butterfly, 


which it leaves on the Leaf of a Nettle. It conti- 


nued changing for the Space of nineteen Days; and 


then proceeded; from it a molt elegant Butterfly [ſee 
Fig. 1.] having four Wings. When firſt the Butter- 


fly came forth, its Wings ſeem'd like to moiſt, or 
wetted Paper, from which certain ſmall watry Drops 
diſtill'd; and, which ſeems worthy obſervation, that 
in the ſpace of half an Hour became expanded, and 
fit for flying. It lives on Honey, that it ſucks out 

of ſweet Flowers, Cc. It is much delighted with 


corrupt Fruit; for the ſake of which there are often 


deſperate Battles fought between ſome of theſe Spe- 
cies. - In the Winter time, Butterflys hide themſelves 
in the Chimneys of Country-Houſes, and in hollow 
Trees, Cc. As this Caterpillar was derived from the 
Egg of ſuch a Butterfly; ſo are all Caterpillars from 
the Eggs of their reſpective Butterflies: the Butter- 
fly is the Inſect in perfection; the Caterpillar, 
Grub, or Worm, are certain Mimicks or Diſguiſes 
of it for a time, in which one and the ſame Animal 
is circumveſted by Nature, for various Uſes; viz. 
with the Diſguiſe of a Caterpillar, that it may eat 
this or that Food; but of a Grub or Worm, that 
its Joints may be finiſhed or harden'd. The Cater- 


pillar delights in the Leaves of Nettles : nor does it 


prepare it ſelf for Tranſmutation, or abſtains from 
Food, ſo long as this Herb is in its Bloom or Vi- 
gour. The Caterpillar Fig. 2. began to be changed 
the 23d of June, and on the 19th of July was pro- 
duced a Butterfly, marked with beautiful Colours, 


Theſe Butterflies are ſound all the Winter in the 
1 : Stables 
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Stables of Beaſts. - The Caterpillars proceeding from 
this fort of Butterflies are extreamly voracious, 
Caterpillars feed upon hard, dry Food, ſach as the 
Leaves of Trees, Cc. but the Butterflies on flowery- 
Honey, and liquid Food. Fig. 3. The Food of theſe 
Caterpillars is the Leaves of Elm-Trees. When the 
time of their Transformation draws nigh, they be- 
take themſelves to Houſes or Barns ; there they faſ- 
ten their hinder Members of their Bodies to a cer- 1 
tain Wall, Board, or Table, hanging with their 
Head downwards; that, when they have perfe&ed Al 
their Tranſmutation, they may the more eaſily get if 
out of the Cruſt or Shell they are incloſed in. Be- 
fore that, in the Aſſumption of their new Shape, 
whe; they put off their old Skin, they ſeem anxiouſ- 
ly.to labour, by ſhaking, toſſing, and trembling, as 
if they were ſeized with an acute Fever. And this 
wonderful Change is produced in a very ſhort ſpace 
of time; inſomuch that it may be diſtinctly ſeen and 
obſerved : for no ſooner is the old Skin laid aſide, 
khan this Transfiguration is ſeen. This Caterpillar 
began to be changed the 12th of June; and on the 
30th of the ſame Month became a. moſt beautiful 
Butterfly, It would be an endleſs Task to enume- 
rate the very great variety of Butterflies, and Ca- 
terpillars, with reſpect to their Colours, and other 
different Properties. I hope, from what I have here 
briefly related of theſe Inſects, the Reader will be 
able to canceive ſomething of the Nature of the 
whole Species in general.

11. THE Lous E is a Creature ſo officious, that 
it will be known to every one at one time or other; 
ſo buſy, and fo impudent, that it will be intruding 
it ſelf in every one's Company; and ſo proud bes, 
aſpiring withal, that it fears not to trample on the 
beſt, and affects nothing ſo much as a Crown: feeds 
and lives very high, and that makes it ſo ſaucy, as 
to pull any one by the Ears that comes in its way, 
and will never be quiet till it has drawn Blood: it 
is troubled at nothing ſo much as at a Man that 
ſcratches his Head, as knowing that Man is porting:

of it have made it better known than truſted. The 
Eigure, t iken by the Microſcope, repreſents it climb- 

i ing on an Hair, with its Belly upwards. It is a. 
5 Creature of a very odd ſhape: it has an Head ſhap- 
| ed like that expreſt in the Figure; on either ſide be- 
bind thę Head (being the Place where other Crea- 
tures Ears ſtand) are placed its two black, ſhining, 
goggle Eyes, looking backwards, and fenced round. 
with ſeveral ſinall Hairs that incompaſs it. It has 
two Horns that grow before it, in the Place where. 
one would have thought the Eyes ſhould be; each of 
theſe hath four Joints, which. are fringed, as it were, 
with {mall Briſtles: the Head ſeems very round and

13. THE BEA, that noble, tho ſmall, Inſect, 
is about three quarters of an Inch long, having four 
Wings curiouſly ſhap'd, with ſtrong Fibres round 
and croſs' them; fix Legs, a large Head, but very 
ſmall Neck, and very ſlender in the Waſte, or mid- _ 

die Part, Nature hath provided it with two forts. 
of Inſtruments for War and Defenſe, v:zz, her Mouth, 
wherein are her Teeth, that meet ſideways, and not 
one over the other; with which it defends it elf, 
and aſſaults others: and the Sting, which is in its 
Tail. With its Fangs it lays hold on Robbers, 
which come to ſteal its Honey, whilſt another comes 
to its aſſiſtance with its Sting, which generally car- 
ries Death to any of its own Kind that it pierces; 

and, for the moſt part, Death to it ſelf, when it 
pierces any of the humane Species. The Sting is 
very taper and ſharp, apt, when exerted by the Bee, 
to pierce the Skin, ur other harder Body. It con- 

. tains its Poiſon about the middle of it, which may 
de diſcover'd by the help of Glaſſes. The Eyes are 

very large, cover'd over with a thick horny Mem- 

— brane, which occalions the dimneſs of its Sight. But, 
to ſupply this Defect, Nature hath given it two 
Horns, which grow above its Eyes, about the tenth 
of an Inch long, in each of which there are two 
3 one in the middle, and another gear the end, 
by which it can put them forth, when it wih, to the 
full length, and draw them in at pleaſure. Theſe 
are N of Feeling. The Tongue is much 
longer khan the Mouth will contain, and fo is doubled 
underneath, and reacheth a good way down the 
Breaſt. The Body is all over hairy, like a Fox and 
the Head too, nay. a great part of the Eyes is cover- 
ed with fmall Hairs, bat fo ſmall, that they cannot 
be diſcern'd by the naked Eye, without the help of 

a Microſcope. which will alſo diſcover the Brain *

che Head. Within the Breaſt it hath a reddiſh 
Fleſh, with Heart and Lungs; proper Inſtruments for 
breathing. In the hinder Parts there is; a Gut, Oe. 
as alſo a Bottle or Bag, in which it carries its Ho- 
ney, which it emptieth into the  Honey-comb. In 
this Bag it often fetches Water, to mix up its Sanda- 
rach, or Bee-bread, for the feeding its Young; 3 a- 
bout which it is very careful, till they can ſhift for 
themſelves, That, which has commonly been call'd the 
Drone,appears at length to be nothing elſe but the Male 
Bee, and is about half as big again as the Female, 
which only is the working Bee, ſomewhat longer, 
and not quite ſo dark-colour'd about the Head and 
Shoulders; eſpecially his Head and Eyes much larger 
than the Honey: Bee, his Voice more loud and dread- 
ful, often cauſing Fear where no Fear 1s, eſpecially 
to the fair and timorous Sex: for he, having no 
Sting, cannot in the leaſt hurt any Creature, but is 
wholly under the Dominion off the Females. He is 
if ſmooth: about his Neck, and very hairy all over his 
. Back, His Tongue is much ſhorter than that of the 


. Females; neither can he work if he would, his 
Y Tongue not being long enough to reach the Honey 
0 out of the ſocketed Flowers. This Male Bee, or 
3 ſuppos'd Drone, is not only helpful, but neceſſa ry to 
| the Females, in the managing of their Young +: for, 


3 by his great Heat, he. ſits, and batches the Brood, 
l keeping the Eggs warm, whilſt the Honey-Bees, or

This Fact of the 
Mouſe expoſes them to other Enemies, ui. the Bees 
of other Stocks, who, ſmelling the freſh; Honey, 
come in like Thieves, when a Neighbour's Houſe is 
on Fire, not to help the. diſtreſſed, but to plunder 
them of their remaining Goods, Now, tho they 
ſhould be able to defend themſelves againſt theſe lat-

of which, as well as of many other things relating to 
the Bees, thoſe, who deſire farther Accounts, I refer 
to them who have diſtinctly treated of theſe Inſects, 
particularly to Mr. Joſeph Warder's True Amazons, 
or Monarchy. of Bees, From which Treatiſe I have 
extracted this Account of Bees; that Gentleman, 
from his nice, curious, and long Obſervations on 
this pleaſant, and no leſs profitable Subject, being 
thought to have diſcover'd more of the Nature, Pro- 
perties, Oc. of Bees, than any that went before him. 
The Queen Bee is of all Bees the moſt glorious, Her 
Body is much bigger and longer than that of the. 
Honey-Bee : yet her Wings are no longer than the 
other's; which ſhews, that the is not deſign'd for 
Labour, nor long Flights, which is the continual 
Buſineſs of her Subjects. As to her Shape and Co- 
lour, her upper-Parts are of a lighter brown than 
the reſt : her hinder Part from the Waſte, (which is. 
very ſmall) as it is much longer than that of the 
Drone or Honey-Bee, ſo is it much more taper. than 
theirs, And, whereas the Drone and' Common Bee

&c. The coal black Scorpion is accounted the moſt 
veremous; and is, both in thickneſs and length, a- 
bout the ſize of a Man's Finger. The Body ſome- 
what reſembles an Egg, and altogether is like a 

_ Craw-fiſh ; only it has a blunter Head, and a leſs 
Body. It has eight Legs, and two Claws. It has a 
Jong, knotted Tail, which Knots appear-like ſo ma- 
ny little Bladders; at the end. of which it has a 
very venemous Sting, Some Scorpions are ſaid to 
have two Stings in their Tails; and ſome to have 
venemous Teeth, with which they give a deadly 
Bite.
